Overconfidence on the part of the

which the managers of the national 
campaign are trying to guard against. 
Chairman Hitchcock has found a dis- 
position on the part of eastern state 
managers of the Republican campaign 
to claim everything, and advise that 
the real work be done in western 
states. 


Overconfidence Feared. 


To a large extent Mr. Hitchcock 


shares this view, but at the same time 
has urged that there be no let-up in 
the vigor of the eastern campaign.

Senator Crane 
of Massachusetts and a number of 
others prominent in national Republi- 
can councils have advised that just as 
earnest work be done by the national 
committee in the eastern states as 
thouh every state were regarded as 
in doubt.

headquarters.

likely, 


therefore, that the campaign in the 
east will be every bit as brisk as in 
western states where it is known that 
the race will be close. 


Fight In Doubtful States. 


The speaking campaign throughout 


the entire country will oprn about 
Sept. 15. and from that time on polit- 
ical rallies will closely follow_each 
other in every state where there is 
the slightest doubt as to the result. 


Another test of sentiment will corns 


with the Maine election on Sept. 15. 
The speaking campaign has been go- 
ing on for more than a week, and 
great interest has been shown. 
The 


Republicans do not expect to get as 
large a plurality as they did four 
years ago, but are struggling to se- 
cure from 12.000 to 15.000. which the 
state Republican leaders term their 
nominal purality.
